Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP2001- 
270031 (herein referred to as "Nisshin"). 

Nisshin teaches a painted metal sheet for use as a dew-preventing cladding 
member which comprises a metal plate coated with a coating with a spectral-emissivity 
of 0.5 or more in a wavelength region of 4-6um, and an infrared emissivity of 0.85 or 
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more (paragraph 0008). Said coating has a surface roughness of 2-20um by 
arithmetical mean deviation of profile and 5-60um by average wavelength of undulation 
(paragraph 0008). 

With respect to the claimed solar radiation reflectance limitations of claims 1 and 
3, applicant's attention is pointed to the examples of Nisshin. Specifically, the examples 
comprise 50wt% titania. Applicant notes in the specification that the solar radiation 
reflectance is raised to a value above 0.2 by dispersion of titania at a ratio of 5wt% or 
more into the paint. Since the coatings of Nisshin comprise more than 5wt% titania, 
said coatings are herein understood to inherently meet the claimed solar radiation 
reflectance limitations of claims 1 and 3.
